There will be more Defense days, and better 
ones. It is America’s democratic substitute for 
militarism. It is a fore shortened mobilization 
which is not offensive to true friends of peace. It 
was highly effective as a rally day in the popular 
and civilian sense. It was fairly effective in «a 
military sense. Defense day Friday fixed America’s 
military policy in the minds of the nation. Amer- 
ica’s mobilization plan for men and for money 
and for production facilities has still to be made 
a matter of national pride and enthusiasm. In 
this respect Defense day has an educative value 
of great military importance. 
But all the defensive forces of the nation should 
‘be integrated in the Defense day idea. Army and 
navy should codperate, for in war their codpera- 
tion will be the first essential of any campaign: 
Civilian selective draft boards should learn their 
ropes. For in war the draft unquestionably will 
be the basic principle of American mobilization. 
Defense day should anticipate not only the mili- 
tary technique of mobilization but the probable 
political policy of American democracy in event of 
war. The purpose of the day is not to impose 
PFrr lan methods on Americans, but to find and 
develop American methods of defense that will be 
e ve in war and consistent with American 
ideals and customs in peace. 

The first "Defense day. was a success. Its ¢hief

Susquehanna Trail Opens 
Delightful Country to 
Florida Drivers.

‘OURISTS from the middle west 
who yearn for a picturesque tour 

T through the historic sections of 
the east on connected pavements 

will find the Susquehanna trail a per- 
fect 450 roiles connecting Niagara 
Falls, N. T., with Washington, D. C. 
Work was completed on this high- 
way in the early part cf august of this 
year and the trail nas become one of 
the most popular motor routes in 


Starting at Niagara Falls, ft leads 
on through the Finger lake region 
of New York to the beautiful Penn- 

mountains, past historic Get- 
tysburg battlefield, to Washington. 

Chicago tourists are advised to 
motor to Niagara Falls by way of 
Michigan City, Ligonier, Toledo, Cleve 
land, Erie, and Buffalo, which is only 
‘twenty-six miles from Niagara Falls, 
the starting place for a tour of the 
Susquehanna trail. The best return 
route from Washington, D. C., is by 
way of Hagerstown, Cumberland, 
Uniontown, Wheeling, Columbus, Day- 
ton, Indianapolis, Terre Haute, and the 
Dixie highway dircttly into Chirago. 
The Susquehanna also provides a very 
beautiful entrance to the south on a 
trip to Florida.

But 
in its larger sense The Innocents” is a novel of youth coming of 
age: of a boy guiding his own footsteps through that glorious and 
tragic period of existence, when the profundity of his loves is equaled 
only by their frequence. It is a novel that takes youth seriously, 
whereas Mr. Tarkington has laughed at it—and with it.

The Chesterfield 
topebat featured by the manufacturer 
we visited, at the same show room 
where we saw the suits described last 
week, is a three-button through model, 
a coat which in these days of little 
change never gets out of style. 


If you don't expect to wear your new 
topcoat with dinner clothes of an eve 
ning, you can indulge in one of those 
ever increasingly popular coats with 
large overplaid. These are among the 
smartest. Here's a point of quality in 
regard to this style of coat. You know 
you are getting a carefully tailored 
garment when the plaid lines of the 
sleeves coincide with the plaid lines 
of the body of the coat when the arms 
hang at the sides, instead of being all 
over the lot, as they are in the inferior 
coats. 

One 6f the most attractive over- 
plaided coats we saw at the show room 
was of a rather light gray with the 
over design in light blue. This is not 
a coat which a man weighing in the 
neighborhood of 200 pounds should 
drape about his massive form, but on 
a moderately sized man it is extremely 
smart, An unusually short man should 
not wear these big overplaids, either, 
as they will tend to make him appear 
dumpy. 

Another of the coats we looked at 
was a model 46 inches long, single 
breasted, as are most of the fall coats, 

fitting, with high placed buttons. 
One point is most emphatic about the 
well dressed man’s top coat, and that 
is the absence of a belt. Not even half 
belts are favored. The straight up and 
down effect, or the slightly fitted, delt- 
less model reign supreme. Therefore, 
if you had any thought of a belted 


- coat, dismiss it. 


TOPCOATS OF THE WELL DRESSED MAN. 


The raglan shoulder, that fashion 
started many years ago by the English 
lord of the same name to enable his 
stamp of an arm to slide more easily 
into his coat sleeve, is a style that has 
not gone out yet. But it is a strictly 
informal coat, this one with the raglan 
sleeve, and would never go for evening. 


It is often an advantage to have a 
waterproofed or, rather, a shower- 
proofed, top coat. This process given a 
coat does not harm it in any way, nor 
does it make it any warmer. There are 
various systems of shower proofing 
used. Remember, one must pay for 
quality, and don’t kick when they want 
to charge you a little more for a coat 
that has been well showerproofed. 


The color of top coat must depend 
upon the suits already in your ward- 
robe or those you have in mind. If 
you want to harmonize your coat with 
a dark blue suit, you've got an easy 
job. Any top coat you select will do 
the trick. But if you have also a 
suit that you want to enter into the 
game, you must look before you leap. 
A brown or tan topcoat will not look 
well with the gray suit. Rather should 
you have a gray coat, or one of blue, 
dark or smoke blue, a greenish coat, 
or a heather mixture, or of course, 
black. \ 

With.a brown suit a tan, brown, 
green, blue; or heather mixture will 
hit it off well. It is by no means nec- 
essary to have the top coat of the same 
color as the suit. In fact, if it is of 
exactly the same shade as the suit, an 
unpleasant monotony is the result. 


The hat, too, must be taken into 
consideration. Don't mix brown hats 
with gray coats. A blue or gray hat 
with gray top coat is best. With brown 
coat, or blue, or one of héather mix- 
ture a tan or brown hat may be suc-

It is not so easy to find out all about 
the many uses of the peach in cookery, 
but in “Jane Hamilton’s Recipes” 
(old Virginia) we

a pulp. The peaches must be per- 
fectly ripe; take out the sub- 
stance that is next to the stone and 
mash them to a soft pulp. They are 
much nicer when passed through a col - 
ander if you have one of silver; a tin 
one will give them a taste. The ice 
cream is good with only one quart of 
pure cream and one quart of milk.” 

In the old cooking lore we find great 
emphasis placed on the exact ripeness 
ef peaches, since unrips ones made 
dark preserves, overripe mushy ones. 


Modern Peach Ice Cream. 


Easy cooks make peach ice cream 
almost any way, combining some peach 
pulp with some cream and tinishing it. 
A good proportion is as.much sugar as 
peach pulp and twice their measure of 
cream; that is, for one cup of peach 
pulp use one cup of sugar and two 
cups of cream. This may not be quite 
‘enough sugar if either orange juice or 
lemon juice is added to bring out the 
flavor, or drown the peach flavor Iin 
some cases]. Another way to flavor 
a peach ice cream when the flavor of 
the peaches is really too poor to justify 
their use for this purpose, is to use a 
little almond essence, or in old days 
the meat of the kernels was chopped 
and used for this purpose. A fruit 
mixture that will taste sweet enough 
before freezing will not be satisfactor- 
ily sweet when frozen often, and 
peaches vary in acidity. 

Baked Peaches. 

1. Wash, wipe, and bake, skin, stone 
and all. Or punch out pit and fill 
space with chopped nuts, sugar, and 
butter mixed. Put a little water around 
them in the pan, and dust with sugar 
‘or not as you choose. 

2. Peel peaches, cut in halves, put 
into lichtly buttered dish, bake until 
tender, and perve with cream and 
Sugar. 

3. Peel, spit, fill pit space with

The Nervous System. 
OST wonderful of all structures in the body ma- 
chine, and most difficult to understand, is the tele- 
graphic system—the nerve threads or wires and the 
central stations in the brain, the spinal cord, and 
certain other clusters of nerve cells. A unified cluster of 
nerve cells is called @ ganglion or nerve center. In the sim- 
plest forms of life there is no nerve, no muscle, no mouth or 
stomach. The microscopic unit is one single cell—a bit of 
jellylike living matter enclosed in a more or less definite 
membrane. Each and every part of it digests food, con- 
tributes to the movement, and is sensitive to the surround: 
ings. In the course of evolution there arose larger organ- 
isms with bodies, with millions of cells bound together in 
harmony, showing division of labor. Some cells specialize 
on nutrition, some on reproduction, some on locomotion, and 
so on. Some of these cells specialize on sensitiveness, and 
thus arise nerve ceils. Then some specialise.on one particu- 
lar kind of sensitiveness, and there appear patches or pits in 
the skin, one sensitive to light, andther to smells, and so on. 
Further advance unites these various centers by nerve fibers. 
and at last a central telegraph station, a long tract of nerve 
matter, connects up the various sense centers and the mus 
cles and glands. When a backbone is evolved, the main tract 
of central nerve stations is inclosed in ft; and, as life ad- 
vances, the upper part of this spinal cord sweils into a brain 
and is protécted by a skull, 
This interesting story of the evolution of the brain and 
sense organs deserves to be told at greater length, but this 
slight outline may serve at present for our un

we said previously, a postal system and a telegraphic system 
in the body. Certain organs discharge certain chemicals 
{hormones} into the blood, and the blood delivers them te 
distant organs which are thus set to work.

Inside 
each fiber there is a mysterious 
central channel, the axis cylinder, 
probably of a liquod nature. 


What the real nature of a nerve 
thrill is we do not yet know. It 
is accompanied by electricity, but 
it is not itself an el wave, 
for such a wave would travel 
more than a million times faster 
than the nerve message does. The 
nerves are also peculiar in the 
fact that they never get tired [as 
long as they are well supplied 
with okygen], and physiologists 
have not been able to discover 
any definite chemical change in 
them.
